(humming), ‘Today |* have found (Ajad) blood what the people neglected’. Thus

(It has been narrated) Abu Abdullah**"® was asked about something from the 
Permissible and the Prohibited, so he**”* said: ‘Allah*™ did not Make anything 
except for something’."'
